Pentecost, or Whit-Sunday.—The seventh Sun- 
day after Haster-day, It was on the feast of Pen- 
tecost (a great feast of the Jews) that the Holy Ghost 
miraculously descended on the apostles. This and 
the two following days comprise Whitsuntide; and in 
many parts of England is a time for hiring servants. 
It is named Whit, signifying White Sunday, because 
on this day the Catechumens appeared in the ancient 
church in white garments. 

14, St. Vitus —A Sicilian martyr. 

_ 17. St. Alban.—The first Christian martyr in the 
island, who, refusing to perform the sacrifice to Pagan 
gods, was first miserably tortured, and then put to 
death in 803. He was converted to Christianity by 
Amphialus, a priest of Caerleon, Monmouthshire, who, 
flying for protection from persecution, was hospitably 
entertained by St. Alban, at Verulam, in Hertford- 
shire, now called after his name, St, Alban’s, 

18, Trinity Sunday.—Observed on the Sunday next 
after Whit-Sunday in honour of the Holy ‘Trinity. 
The observation of this festival was first enjoined in 
the Council of Arles, a.p. 1260, 

20. Translation of Edward, King of the West Saxons, 
In 978 Edward, being barbarously murdered by his 
mother-in-law, was first buried at Wareham without 
any solemnity, but after three years was carried by 
Alferus to the Minster of Shrewsbury, and interred 
with great pomp. 

22. Corpus Christi—A festival of the Romish 
Church, held on the Thursday after ‘Trinity Sunday. 
It celebrates, as the name indicates, the doctrine of 
the transubstantiation, and is observed in Catholic 
countries with considerable ceremony, 

24. St. John the Baptist.—The Nativity of St. John 
the Baptist, a holiday of the Church of England, The 
Eve of St, John, variously called Midsummer Eve, was 
formerly atime of high observance amongst the 
English, as it stillis in Catholic countries. Fasting 
St. John’s Fast was a great Seat of youny WOMEN @ 
century or two ago.

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THE ECCLESIASTICAL COURTS, 
No one can read Mr. Bouverie’s speech in the 
House on Tuesday night upon the subject of these 
courts without being struck by the amazing indo- 
lence, apathy, or intrigue which hitherto has had 
force enough to oppose the most just and necessary 
reforms, For ages these courts have existed, adju- 
dicating upon some of the most important interests 
of society, yet so ill qualified for just adjudication as 
to be in their very constitution a mockery of justice 
To specify only two particulars, they have juris: 
diction over divorces, and the suspension of the 
clergy on account of moral unfitness for their 
duties. _ Yet the trial of questions which these 
matters involve is conducted o

cision an accident ; 
one way or other, the rule, 

The great test of a witness’s veracity which is 
known and practised in our courts of common law 
—that of oral examination—is unknown to these 
courts. The witness gives his evidence upon in- 
terrogatories taken and written down out of court. 
He is not brought before the Judge and then 
examined; he is not placed personally before a 
jury ; and the consequence is, that evidence which 
is false comes into Court without the symptoms of 
falsehood, When a witness is placed in the wit- 
ness-box, and examined and cross-examined, the

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judges in the action have an opportunity of seeing 
how he answers the questions which are put to 
him,—whether with the confidence of a man who 
knows that he is telling the truth, or the prevarica- 
tion of one who is making up a story. And it 1s 
universally admitted by legal practitioners that 
witnesses of a certain class will swear to much 
more upon paper than they will dare to assert in 
open court, 


Again, the decision in these ecclesiastical 
courts depends upon one man. It is impos- 
sible to tell how he may be influenced, so as to 
prevent him from giving a fair decision, Human 
nature is not perfect because it sits upon the seat 
of judgment; and, without attributing corrupt 
motives—although they have been known to 
exist—we may ground our objection to the system 
on the extreme difficulty of one individual judging 
of facts and their import from a mass of written 
evidence without a fear that he is as likely to 
come to a wrong as to a right conclusion. 


Thirdly, the advocates in these courts are selected 
upon principles which are disgraceful to the 
present age. ‘The most enlightened, the best in- 
formed men, may aspire to the duties of the 
ecclesiastical bar in vain if they have not received 
a university education. What guarantee is such 
an education that one candidate for business is able 
to perform it?—what proof does its absence furnish 


that another is incompetent? 


But the system is all wrong; and the Govern- 
ment will be unfaithful to itself unless its reform 
be one of total reconstruction. The days are long 


past when the claims on which the ecclesiastical 
courts were founded were recognised, in this 


country at least, with anything like favour. They 
were the fruit of a religious struggle—of an 


attempt of the church to grasp a jurisdiction at 
enmity with its true character, but serviceable to 
the ambition of priests and dignitaries. How has 
the fruit remained to us, pernicious as it is, when 
the trunk has so long been cut away? What 
woman will go into these courts for a vindication 
of her rights, when the course of their practice 
is rather to compel her to the continued endur- 
ance of wrong?

Fire ar Hoxron.—On Saturday morning 
last a fire, by which five families were deprived of ail 
the property they once possessed, broke out at No. 3, 
Hoxton-market, in the joint occupation of Mr. Sadley, 
chair-manufacturer ; Mr. Miller, a cabinet-maker ; 
and numerous lodgers. The smoke was first perceived 
issuing from the chairmaker’s shop on the ground 
floor, Atthis time there were nearly thirty persons, 
including children, in their beds asleep. y con- 
tinued knocking at the street door, and pelting at the 
windows, the residents were made sensible of the 
great danger to which they were exposed. ‘The fire, 
however, had by that time made fearful progress, 
having extended from the workshops to the staircase, 
and thence to the bedrooms of the occupants. The 
cries of the people were truly distressing ; being fairly 
encompassed with flame, they expected every second 
to be burned to death. Fortunately, police-constable 
145, who discovered the outbreak, at the risk of his 
own life succeeded in rescuing from the flames two 
women and six children. The other residents were 
saved by some of the neighbours, but so rapid was the 
progress of the fire that none of them were able to save 
a single article of clothing. The several parties were 
taken to the George and Dragon Tavern, where they 
were kindly provided for by the landlord during the 
night. The engines did not arrive until the flames 
had nearly destroyed the house where the fire had ori- 
ginated, and the labours of the firemen were conse- 
quently directed to preserve the adjoining houses, 
which they succeeded in doing. The first-mentioned 
premises were totally destroyed, and several others 
were more or less damaged. None of the sufferers 
were insured. The origin of the disaster is not known, 


Destructive Fire In St. MARY’S-STREET, 
WHITECHAPEL.—On Tuesday evening, shortly before 
ten o’clock, a fire broke out in the extensive premises 
occupied by Messrs, W. J. Browne and Company, im- 
porters and manufacturers of chicory, in St. Mary’s- 
street, Whitechapel-road. The premises, which were 
originally built fora sugar-house, and have only been 
applied to their present use about four years, are of 
great extent, covering an area of about 160 feet square, 
and consisting of seven or eight floors, the total alti- 
tude of the building exceeding 100 feet. They are 
situate on the west side of the street, and are exactly 
opposite the parochial schools, ‘lhe fire, which was 
first discovered at a few minutes before ten o’clock, 
appears to have originated in the counting-house, on 
the first floor of the building, ‘he clerks and work- 
men employed had all left the premises at six o’clock, 
at which time everything seemed perfectly safe. 
Within a very few minutes after the outbreak was 
discovered the flames burst through the windows, 
and long before the arrival of an engine the entire 
warehouse had ignited. ‘The number of windows ou 
each side of the building was very great, and the 
flames bursting forth in each and every direction, the 
effect of the conflagration, when at its height, was 
awfully grand. 
tinctly seen at Vauxhall and other distant points of 
the metropolis, and the city thoroughfares teemed 
with spectators hastening to the scene of the disaster, 
All the metropolitan bridges were densely crowded 
with spectators, and the greatest excitement prevailed 
for a short time while the fire was at its greatest 
height, Several engines arrived on the spot shortly 
after the alarm had spread, but any attempt to save 
the premises being utterly futile, the firemen confined 
their labours to keeping the school-house opposite 
and the adjoining premises cool. The roof of Messrs, 
Browne’s factory fell in shortly after eleven o'clock, 
and the fire, having now consumed everything of an 
inflammable nature within the walls, was presently 
subdued. Messrs, Browne are understood to be libe- 
rally insured, 


_ Fire av Pecxnam.—Early in the week a 
fire broke out on the premises of Mr. Cooper, car- 
penter and builder, Grove-lane, Peckham. ‘The build- 
ing, chiefly workshops and stores, extended over a 
Space of ground 160 feet long and upwards of 60 feet 
in breadth, One building destroyed contained £500 
worth of window glass, which was all melted into a 
mass. Mr. Cooper is insured in the West of England, 
but not nearly to the extent of the loss sustained, 


CONFLAGRATION oF THE INDIAN STEAM- 
SHIP Benanes.—Dreavrut, Loss or Lirs.—The 
fears entertained regarding the fate of this fine Indian 
steamer have, ,we regret to say, been confirmed by 
authenticated intelligence, announcing the almost 
complete destruction of that vessel by fire, attended 
by lamentable loss of human life. The steamer was 
nearly 400 tons burden, and, at the period of her 
returning from Calcutta, had upwards of 150 passen- 
gers and seamen on board, The catastrophe happened 
when the vessel was about four -iles below Rajmabal, 
on the 20th of April, and is tuus described by Lieut. 
H. O. Mayne, who was among the fortunate passen- 
gers who escaped from a horrible death:-—‘* It was 
about half-past seven o’clock in the evening when the 
alarm was given, the fire having kindled in the after- 
part of the vessel, but from what cause it is impossible 
§ to ascertain. The whole of that portion of the vessel 
) in one minute became a raging blaze; and so instan- 
( taneously did it spread that those who were right aft 
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The reflection of the flames was dis- { 
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could not come forward. Captain Townsend, the 
master, at once apprehended the whole danger, and 
called out to the man at the helm to run the vessel 
into shallow water, which, luckily, was nigh, and she 
grounded close to the shore. By this time the whole 
of the steamer abaft the engine was enveloped in 
flames ; the upper or awning deck had caught, as well 
as a number of carriages, which were placed veneath 
it. The scene on board was most heartrending, and 
enough to appal the stoutest heart. Shortly before the 
vessel grounded the impression on every man’s mind 
was that she would blow up every instant; this was 
increased by the fear that directly the flames reached 
the boiler it would burst, and also the danger of some 
gunpowder on board igniting. This made every one 
expect the worst, and one gentleman, thinking there 
was no hope, ran down to his cabin, divested himself 
of all but his shirt and trousers, and sprang over- 
board. He was neyer seen after. On the vessel 
foundering, it was discovered that the people could 
stand in the water up to their middles a few yards 
from the vessel, and this led to fearful loss of life. In 
spite of the entreaties of the captain many got out at 
the bows and were seen no more. Those who were 
handed over to a small rock, which was partly un- 
covered, imagining they were really on terra firma, got 
into deep water and were quickly swept away by the 
current. Among them were Mrs. Hartley, Captain 
Whistler, Miss Nash, Captain Sneyd, Mr. Grose, Mr. 
Houlton (chief officer of the Benares), Mr. Shanahan, 
and some twenty others. All of them perished, The 
fire continued burning until eleven o’clock, when it 
ceased, after consuming the whole of the after-part of 
the ship, to the engine-room, ‘The destruction of the 
cargo was a heavy loss to the owners, it being esti- 
mated at nearly £20,000.” 


Dreaprut Dovuste MurpEeR anp Ar- 
TEMPTED SUICIDE.—STILTON, HUNTINGDONSHIRE.— 
In the neighbourhood of this usually quiet and se- 
questered village, which is situate within six miles of 
the city of Peterborough, on the old north road, be- 
tween Huntingdon and Stamford, the greatest excite- 
ment has been caused by the discovery of a most ap- 
palling double murder and attempted _ suicide, 
committed, it appears, so early as three o’clock on 
Monday morning. The following, so far as can be 
at present gleaned, are the simple facts of the case :— 
Several of the inhabitants of the village were aroused 
from their slumbers in consequence of the most piteous 
and piercing cries of ‘* Murder!” which issued from a 
small cottage, in the occupation of Charles Burton, a 
huckster, well known in the place as being a person 
of inoffensive manners, though of rather weak intel- 
lect. Uponsome of the neighbours repairing to the 
spot, they were horror-stricken on gaining admission 
into the house to find a child, two years page: in the 
bed with her throat cut; this child is the daughter of 
the man Burton. Proceeding farther they discovered 
upon the floor, near the window, the lifeless body 
of his wife, with her throat cut from-ear to ear. 
The murderer then attempted his own life, for 
when he was seized he had just inflicted a 
wound on his own throat, about three inches 
long, but not deep enough to produce death. From 
the most careful inquiries instituted in the course 
of the day it seems that, late on Saturday evening 
Burton took the razor with which he committed the 
dreadful deed to be put in order by a neighbour, first 
having shaved himself with it. At the time he par- 
ticularly requested to have it back with him, which he 
had; for, being of a sedate and rather taciturn turn of 
mind, the party who set it had not the slightest sus- 
picion of his customer contemplating any mischief, 
especially to his wife and children, as he was well 
known to have been a kind and indulgent husband and 
a most affectionate parent. It appears that he first 
cut the throat of the little child as she was lying in 
bed, and that he then aimed a blow at his wife’s 
throat, which fell short of its deadly purpuse, as the 
poor creature, on feeling herself wounded, rushed to 
the window and aroused the inmates of the house 
adjoining by her cries of “ Murder!" Madly he then 
rushed at his wife, dragging her into the room by the 
hair of her head, when, before any one could reach 
her, he inflicted a second wound on her throat, 
She instantly fell dead at his feet, the blood gushing 
from the wound across the chamber. Providentially 
the eldest son was not in the house at the time, as he 
resided with his wife’s father in an adjoining house. 
Information of the occurrence was sent to the coroner 
for the hundred without delay.

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TRIAL OF MR. MITCHEL—VERDICT. 


At a few minutes Das ten yesterday week the judges 
took their seats, and were received by a very crowded 
bar. The Attorney-General rose and commenced with 
an exposition of the old law, involving the compassing 
of the Queen’s death and levying of war. These 
offences were formerly punishable with death, if 
accompanied with overt acts; but by the recent 
change in the law these peaieens were mitigated, 
and the offence, instead of death, is now punishable 
with transportation. The Attorney-General then 
referred at considerable length to the origin and pro- 
gress of the United Irishman—the immediate atten- 
tion it excited on the part of the Government, and the 
influence it exercised on the order and tranquillity of 
the country. Government, however, did not inter ere, 
and it was not until Mr. Mitchel arrived at the sub. 
version of all authority in his speech in Limerick that 
Government resolved to vindicate the law, and to 
question the right of any subject of the Crown to pro- 
mulgate avowed republicanism. 

The only evidence adduced was respecting 
lication of the United Irishman, and the identity of 
Mr. Mitchel with the utterance of the Limerick speech, 
This did not occupy more than a quarter of an hour, 
after which 

Mr. Holmes addressed the jury on behalf of the pri- 
soner, 

Mr. Henn having replied, 

Judge Moore charged the jury. 

They retired at a quarter past four to consider 
their verdict, and the judges also left the court. 
During their lengthened absence the court continued 
densely crowded, every individual present being filled 
with intense and absorbing anxiety as to the result of 
this most exciting trial. Every moment of. their 
absence seemed to increase the faint hopes entertained 
by Mr. Mitchel’s friends of a favourable termination. 

At ten minutes to seven the jury returned into 
court, having been nearly three hours engaged in de- 
liberation, 

The Clerk of the Crown, having called over their 
names, said; Gentlemen, have you agreed to your 
verdict ?—Foreman (Mr, Whitty): We have. 

Clerk of the Crown: How say you, gentlemen; is 
John Mitchel guilty or not guilty ?—~Foreman: Guilty. 
(Marked sensation.) 

SENTENCE. 


On Saturday last the court sat at eleven o’clock, and 
the prisoner was placed at the bar, 

At the suggestion of Sir Colman O’Loghlen the 
Clerk of the Crores read the finding of the jury. 

Baron Lefroy: We have called on this case this 
morning the first in order to see if there should be, 
either on the part of the prisoner or on the part of the 
Crown, any application to the court relating to it. We 
will now proceed to dispose of the case.

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to hear anything you had to say at the proper time, 
previous to the passing of sentence, and we did hear 
48 much as you had to say, and we cannot permit you, 
at the bar, to gointo a repetition of the offences of 
which you have been convicted. 

Mr. Mitchel: I wish to say this—— 

Baron Lefroy: We will hear you within the limits 
of public decorum, but you have already exceeded 
those limits, and the privilege we accorded you in 
this instance has been abused, 

Mr. Mitchel: My lords, I have acted throughout 
under a strong sense of duty. I do not repent of any- 
thing I have said or done. I retract nothing. The 
cause in which I have been engaged has only com- 
menced, and, as the Roman patriot said when the 
tyrant had his hand thrust into the fire, when that 
hand was shrivelled, and burnt to ashes—‘‘I can 
promise for one hundred, two hundred, three hun- 
dred to be of my opinion.” So say I: one—yes two— 
yes three hundred—are ready to follow my course. 
(Sensation, and murmurs of applause. ) 

Baron Lefroy ; You must remove him. 

Clerk of the Crown: Mr. Bourne, remove the pri- 
soner, 

The turnkey then caught Mr. 
and forced him to the rear of the dock, upon which the 
friends of Mr. Mitchel rushed forward, and, seizing 
him by the hands and head and shoulders, detained 
him fora moment, but their hasty farewell was no 
sooner commenced than it terminated. 

During the delivery of Mr, Mitchel’s short address, 
as well as during the delivery of the baron’s charge, 
he deported himself in perfect composure and delibe- 
rate self-possession, 

At that moment a scene of excitement ensued which 
we believe for centuries has not been equalled in a court 
of justice, It was thrilling in the extreme. The 
personal friends and adherents of Mr. Mitchel, who 
thronged the vicinity of the dock, rose, and, in the rush 
to get a touch or sight of the prisoner, created a com- 
motion at once reckless and energetic. They seemed 
to have lost all idea of the presence of the judges or 
the police authorities. Gentlemen of the bar who 
wore the costume disrobed themselves and entered 
into active resistance to the police, by whom several 

ersons were taken in custody, amongst whom were 
essrs. Meagher, Doheny, and Richard O’Gorman, 
jun. They were subsequently discharged. 

During the excitement that prevailed at this period 
of the proceeding, in which the crowded court seemed 
completely absorbed, Baron Lefroy rose and retired 
from the bench, but Judge Moore remained, unmoved 
by the excitement. The learned judge was evidently 
affected by the distressing circumstances under which 
the prisoner was placed.

Mrs. Mitchel and her children, accompanied by a few 
friends, proceeded from her residence, at Ontario- 
terrace, to Newgate, to bid farewell to her con- 
victed husband previous to his final departure from 
his native land. The scene was harrowing to the last 
degree, The professed Republican preserved a stern 
composure for some time, until, subdued by the pre- 
sence of his wife and artless children, he bent into 
tenderness, and the shock was the greater because of 
his reluctance to yield.

The prisoner was subsequently conveyed in the 
prisoners’ van, escorted by a party of horse police, 
supported by a squadron of Carabineers, from Newgate

placed on board the steamer Shearwater, which imme- 
diately started for Spike Island, Cork. 

The property of Mr. Mitchel has been seized by the 
Crown at the office of the United Trishman, Trinity- 
street.

Mitchel was got up immediately, and the sum of £330

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FRANCE.—Paris,—Much alarm was produced at 
the close of last week by the sudden concentration of 
a ates military force round the palace of the Assembly, 
which had scarcely subsided when the inhabitants were 
again thrown into a state of the utmost excitement by 
the rappel in all the chief thoroughfares. The National 
Guards immediately assembled in all their usual places 
of rendezvous, 

The cause of all this movement appeared to be a 
mystery—various rumours were afloat. The ouvriers 
nationaux, above 100,000 of whom are engaged in the 
capital and its neighbourhood, were, it was said, in 
revolt, and menaced to set fire to Paris. It was re- 
ported that M. Emile Thomas was arrested, but 
whether by the Government or by the ouvriers no one 
could tell. However, notwithstanding these formidable 
symptoms of disorder, Paris continued tranquil, and 
soon after midnight the legions of the National Guards 
were dismissed to their homes. A mystery continues 
to hang over these proceedings. What appears certain 
is, that M. Emile Thomas, on Friday night ech); was 
suddenly sent for by the Minister of Public Works, 
Having arrived at the ministry, it appears that he was 
detained there, and early on Saturday morning left 
the capital for Bordeaux. He is removed from his 
office of director of the ateliers nationaux, and his 
functions are transferred to two civil engineers, MM. 
Flachat and Polonceau, who, under the Chief Secre- 
tary of the Ministry of Public Works, are charged with 
that service. Different reports are circulated respect- 
ing this proceeding in relation to M. Emile Thomas, 
According to one report generally circulated in the 
journals, he was arrested and sent, in the custody of 
two agents of police, to Bordeaux. According to 
another he was sent there on a sudden and important 
mission by the Government. Another states that he 
was obliged to go there on private business, All that 
is certain is, that he has disappeared, and the ouvriers

I 
went last night to inquire for a gentleman who resides 
near me, and found that he had been shot on Monday 
and buried the same night, tossed into a pit with 
hundreds of others, and lime thrown upon them. His 
mother was still in hopes of seeing him, and no one 
dared to tell her the truth. He is a man well known 
amongst the English—Melga, the proprietor of the 
Crocelle in Chiatamine, Whilst there I met a person 
who, being at Campo Santo, had seen seven bodies, 
all of one family, brought in; they were found in a 
well, and were supposed to have been thrown in, or 
else to have thrown themselves in to avoid the sol- 
diery, The common voice goes on to speak of women 
and children being shot as well as men, or placed on 
their knees in momentar expectation of death, whilst 
their houses were rifled of everything. So late as 
Wednesday afternoon I was again wandering through 
this city ahaarows and passed down Santa Brussiva, 
Near the church was assembled a crowd, horrorstruck 
and silent, There had been a little rain, which had 
disturbed the rubbish, and men were called in to wash 
down the steps and street, which was flooded with 
blood and water. Here there had been great carnage; 
on this spot poor Melga and three others had been 
shot; in the next house, on the ground floor alone, as 
many more had been hacked to pieces by the soldiery, 
who had broken through at the back of the church to 
getatthem. Take these as feeble descriptions of a 
thousand similar horrors. The aspect of the city is 
beyond conception sad.

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IMPROVEMENTS IN LIGHTHOUSES, 
Our attention has been directed to 
improved m: thod for distinguishing 
each other which has been invented by Mr. George 
Wells, a gentleman for many years connected with 
the Admiralty department at Somerset-house,  '[ hé 
invention is one of those which, from its very sim- 
licity, makes us wonder how it is we have never seen 
ft t applied to practice before ; but, from this simplicity, 
itis eminently calculated to fulfil the object it has in 
view, that of preventing the possibility of sailors mis- 
taking one light for another—a fruitful source of 
shipwreck. Mr. Weils’s invention consists in the 
addition below the ordinary light of 4 chamber, sur- 
rounded by g ground glass, on which is painted (so as 
to be visible ‘either by day or night) the first letter of 
the name of the lighthouse, To our mind the great 
superiority of this above all other distinctive marks 
consists in the fact that the initial letter appeals im- 
mediately to the memory, while, with coloured or 
revolving lights, some time must necessarily be lost 
in thinking whit lighthouse certain signals are con- 
nected with ; and this delay, though perhaps pat a 
few seconds, may be, in too many instances, fata

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Letters from the Highlands ; or, the Famine vA 1847. 
By Robert Somers. Simpkin and Marshall. 


Nothing seems more generally allowed than the 
position that the intelligence or patriotism, or 
both, of landowners are not equal to the duties 
which common sense and common justice demand. 
In England, in Ireland, and in Scotland, it is 
admitted by the general consent of persons most 
capable of judging that the resources of each of 
those countries are only partially developed, while 
ae remainder is either wasted or left idle. In 

ngland, upon some estates, the preserving of game 
ie t ne ruin of a fifth ; upon others of a fourth ; upon 
some even of a third of the crops. In Ireland the 
actual insolvency of holders of entailed estates 
shuts out the remotest prospect of improvements ; 
while the land as it stands is let out at the highest 
pitch of rent, and with the smallest or no amount 
of compensation for the tenant who would i improve 
if compensated, in order that, as every half- 
year brings round the mortgagee, the interest 
of his capital may be met. In Scotland for some 
sixty years it has been customary with some lairds 
to clear the land not only of small tenants but of 
the signs of cultivation. Upon this subject Mr, 
Somers dwells with great temper and judgment 
throughout his Highland tour, and at page 22 
gives us the following statement :— 

“Tt is in the clearance of the people from Glen Tilt 
that we must look for the foundation both of the at- 
tempt which has been made to destroy the public 
right of way through it, and of any difficulty there 
may be in placing that right beyond the reach of 
danger. Had Glen Tilt been suffered to retain its 
population, any attempt to put it in a state of blockade 
would not only have been unsuccessful, but it would 
have been literally impossible. So far as I can gather, 
the depopulation of Glen Tilt was effected between 
1780 and 1790. This glen was occupied in the same 
way as other Highland valleys, each family possessing 
a piece of arable land, while the hill was held in 
common. The people enjoyed full liberty to fish in 
the Tilt, an excellent salmon river; and the pleasures 
and profits of the chase were nearly as free to them as 
to their chief. Three or four pounds a year was all 
the rent paid for possessions eapable of supplying a 
family with abundance, but which, owing to the idle 
habits, the slovenly agriculture, and the imperfect 
commerce of the period, were of infinite ‘ly less value 
than they would be now, or than they might have been 
even then. The present duke's grandfather acquired 
a taste for deer. ‘The people were accustomed to take 
their cattle in the summer season to a higher glen that 
is watered by the Tarff; but a large dyke was built at 
the head of Glen Tilt, and they were forbidden to 
trespass, or suffer thelr stock to trespass, beyond it. 
The outer region was consigned to the undisturbed 
possession of the deer, These light-hearted creatures 
Increased in number, and paid no respect to their 
marches. They leaped over the enclosure and de- 
stroyed the poor people's crops. The duke, observing 
this, gratified their roving propensities, and added a 
few ‘thousand acres more to their grazing grounds at 
the expense of the people, who now began to be peeled 
of their possessions like one of their elms of its leaves 
by an October storm, Gradually the forest ground 
was extended, and gradually the marks of cultivation 
were effaced, "till the last man left the glen, and the 
last cottage became 4 heap of ruins. The same de- 
vastation which William the Conqueror and the early 
Norman kings spread over the plains of Hampshire, 
in the eleventh and twelfth centuries, was thus re- 


produced, at the end of the ei hteenth at 
Highland valley.”

This amiable Princess, for years so much distin- 
ished by her many acts of private and public 
enevolence, expired on Saturday evening last, at 
her ‘residence near Kensington church, aged 71, 
Her Royal Highness had been ailing for some months, 
but no later than twelve days since a slight change 
manifested itself, This was, however, but a pre- 
lude to a fatal attack, On Friday morning her 
Royal Highness grew worse, but nothing serious 
was apprehended up to eleven o’clock on Saturday 
morning, but then it became evident that the com 
pa was fast approaching a fatal termination. 
evertheless, she bore up with great fortitude and 
patience, and declined being removed from her 
drawing-room, where she expired in an arm-chair, 
In the course of the day several members of the 
Royal Family and the leading members of the 
royal household were in attendance, including 
Prince Albert, the Duchess of Kent, the Duke 
and Duchess of Cambridge, and the Duchess of 
Gloucester, The Duchess of Inverness was also 
resent. At ten minutes to six the Princess 
reathed her last, the Duchess of Cambridge being 
with her up to the last moment, Prince Alhert 
shortly afterwards left, and conveyed the melan- 
choly news to her Majesty. The deceased lady 
was born November 4, i777, being the daughter 
and twelfth child of his late Majesty George III, 
We shall next week give a porTRarr with a 
memoir of this lamented and illustrious lady.
